Speaking on the cth March, Sir Charles 
called the attentlon of the House to the 
telative strength of the Navy and to the 
course of his remarks is reported ta have 
sald he had no‘intention to make an attack 
oo the Adrolralty, The policy of the Admiralty 
was the policy of thelr predecessors, and 
there was constant (mprovernent tn administra. 
tlon, Thilo was well, Inasmuch as they ‘were 
now told that wars would be won:tn the 
fatare by administration in time of peace.
